HE fact that the state constabulary of Pennsylvania made 


the blunder of attacking a lawyer from New York un- 


doubtedly has been an adventitious aid in the light for free 
speech. As a direct consequence of the challenge thrown down

This marks a precedent for that section of Pennsylvania, for in 
the non-union coal fields the constitutional guarantees of lib- 
erty appear to have been in abeyance. In thi.s respect Pennsyl- 
vania has been quite as lawless as West Yirginia. The coal com- 
panies in outlying regions have arrog-iled to themselves the 
power of deciding who was to be accorded and who denied the 
right of free speech or of free assemblage, and the constabulary 
has apparently undertaken to enforce the will of these local in- 
dustrial magnates.
